Suppose t^at twenty ye^rs ago Jail the people, in your gaol 
had been properly dealt with, and looked after on release ;

If you knew 
of a pest-house, which was spreading loathsome disease on 
every side, would you n6t feel, as it were, compelled to causfe 
its removal. Yet is any physical complaint equal in viru-

The complications of society are now so great that if we 
do not take the proper steps, convicts will revenge them- 
selves upon us/evep without intending it ;. and we shall feel 
<}t : so9ner or later. 

• Last year a .Congress assembled in I+ondon from all pact* 
of the world,* to consider convict discipline. I fear therfe 
were nfc representatives from Canada ; but there were more 
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.(ban sevienfoy from the United States. It was a new era in 
Jhe history of the world that these representatives from al- 
most every government in Christendom, should meet in ear- 
nest consultation. Different systems were discussed. Some 
4ndecd adopted in their prisons perfect seclusion even for 
-eight or ten years. I believe this to be utterly untenable ; 
£he mental torture is too great to be endured. But the 

freater part of those present fully agreed with the principles 
have now explained. . All were convinced that the refor- 
mation of the offender was an essential part of every sys- 
tem: We have no right to- inflict all this punishment unless 
£ tor the reformation of the -offender. If convicts are reformed, 
society will be protected. It was unanimously agreed that 
humane measures should be administered ufith strictness and 
steadiness of discipline, 

It was also a strong feeling in the Congress that when 
criminals are liberated, very stringent measures should be 
taken for the protection of society from retapse. Individu- 
als should voluntarily assume the position of watching «rver 
these criminals. I could give you abundant instances of the 
good of such labour ; of the benefit pf a t kind word in pear 
son ; of the remorse and 'misery that have been suffered for 
.want of it. The feeling was very strong in the Congress in 
favoctf of this work in aid of discharged prisoners.
